The latter is already 
oure, thank God, We cannot annex Cuba 
to-day—mark my emphasis on that word— 
because of the sacred pledge given at the 
outset of the war that we had no intention 
of acquiring the taland and intended only 
to free it from Spanish oppreseors. It would 
be the basest national dishonesty for us at 
this time to make any move toward the an- 
nexation of Cuba. But we should have it, 
for commercial and atrategio reasons. 

“Iam not a bellever in the acquisition of 
territory for the mere territory gained. 
That is nothing. We should acquire only 
that which will benefit us commercialiy, 
and then only in the Western Hemisphere. 
Our adherence to the Monroe doctrine, and 
our trequent appeals to it against FEuro- 
pean aggression, forever forbid us going 
outside the Western Hemisphere in our 
territerial growth, If we forbid nations in 
the other hemiephere coming into this one 
for the purpose of conquest, we certainly 
should not go outside our hemisphere for 
that purpose. 

“For this reazon we should not think of 
holding the Philippines. I am opposed to 
that irrevocably. But mere territoria) ex- 
pansion is only one of the smaller of the 
reat issues which confront us. We have 
eome to a crisis in our national life. Great 
problems must be solved, and if the Demo- 
Cratic party acts wisely it will again be- 
come dominant. 

“I want to see a great merchant marine 
~the greatest in the world. I want to 
see American ships carrying our products 
to all quarters of the globe. We have none 
now. Who transports the commerce of the 
World now? We do not, certainly. With

With the Vanguard of the Invading Army, Gen. Miles Is 


Expected to Land This Morning Under Cover 
of the Fleet’s Guns. 
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Shafter Cables That 6000 Span- 
iards at Guantanamo Are 
About to Lay Down 
Their Arms.

It is expected that Gen. Miles will land at Guanica, a short distance from 
Ponce, on the south coast of Porto Rico: A railway connects the two places. 
Ponce, which it is believed will be the first to fall before the arms of Amer- 
ica, is the second in size in the island of Porto Rico. It has a population of 
17,000, has a public hospital, and is illuminated with gas. It is connected with 
Jamaica by a telegraph cable, and has also telegraphi: communication with 
the principal places in the island. The town is situated three miles from salt 
The Bay of Ponce measures nearly three miles across between Care-

The shores are low and tree-bordered, and back 
of the village the land rises and becomes rather hilly. Near by is Ratones 


Cardrones Island is low and covered with brushwood. 
A reef sloping 400 yards away surrounds it. At Ponce there are few sup- 
plies. Wood and coal are untertain, and the water is bad and scarce. Near 
Ponce are numerous little bays, at which an expedition could safely land. 
Port Fajardo, prominently mentiored as a place of debarkation, lies south 
of Cape San Juan and several miles from the city of San Juan. It has a 
depth of from sixteen to twenty-three feet. On a point of Obispo Islet in 
the harbor is a battery and there are a few houses scattered along the beach. 
The town itself lies one and a half miles inland and has a population of about 
8000. Until the war came along the United States was represented at Fajardo 
by a consular agent. The port is a narrow canal, but has sufficent depth to 
accommodate transpoft ships that may be used by the American army for land 
The roads in Porto Rico are for the most part bad. There are 
some notable exceptions. There is a splendid road built by the Spanish 
Government from Ponce to San Juan. It is about 85 miles long. Another 
road from Guayama, meeting the Ponce road at Cayey, has been recently 
finished... The scenery is the most beautiful in the West Indies, for tropical

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Gen. Miles,. with the vanguard of the American 
army of invasion, is nearing Porto Rico, and to-morrow he is expected to land, when 
the stars and stripes will be planted on the island. It is believed he will land at 
Guanica, on the south coast of the island, 15 miles from Ponce. 

If nothing has occurred to retard his fleet he should arrive there to-morrow, 
and will be soon afterward joined by Gen. Wilson's expedition that went from 
Charleston. The forces will be united before a landing is attempted, when 6000 men, 
including artillery and infantry forces, will go ashore and establish a base of opera- 
tions. 

There is likely to be a lapse of a day or two between the arrival of the expedition 
and the notification of the fact to the department, unless some merchant vessel cross- 
ing to St. Thomas should sight the American flotilla. 

Some part of the Porto Rico expedition has been delayed for a few days beyond 
the dates fixed for their departure, but in view of the difficulties of handling large 
bodies of men and the supplies for them, this is not surprising. 

Schwan’s troops got away only to-day from Tampa, though it was believed they 
started yesterday, and the most numerous detachment of the whole expedition, the 
First Division, under Gen. Brooke, will not be able to’clear from Newport News 
before Monday. 

Still, it is believed, that they will arrive at Porto Rico in good season, and it will 
certainly facilita,. yn orderly and comfortable landing of the troops to have them 
land in detachments instead of in one vast army, as in the case of Shafter’s army at 
Santiago. 

The disembarkation may be delayed by the absence of lighters. and tugs, but the 
War Department hurried boats of that class forward as soon as Gen. Miles advised 
them of the non-arrival of boats he expected. Most of the tugs and lighters miust go 
frem.the United States, owing to the fact that most of those sent with Gen. Shafter a 
were damaged to a great extent. —~, ' 

Troops A and C, New York Cavalry, and the Philadelphia Cc Troop, Governor's 
Troop and Sheridan Troop of Pennsylvania Cavalry, were ordered to Porto Rico to- .; 
day. Preparations were immediately made for departure for Newport News, where — 
transports are to be taken. The cavalry squadrons are expected to Jeave Washington 
late to-night or early to-morrow morning. 

For the first time since the present war began the War and Navy departments 
closed to-day at 8 o’clock. For weeks past the War Department has been open 
until 5 o'clock. To-day, too, was the first absolutely quiet day the departments have 
seen since hostilities opened. There was nothing outside of dull routine to disturb 
the unusual tranquility. 

At the close of the official day the President and Cabinet members took a pleas- 
ure trip down the river on the navy yard tug Triton, returnipg to the navy yard for 
supper. This is the first time, too, that the situation has been so quiet as to admit 
of indulgence in a pleasure jaunt of this nature. 

The statement was made at the Navy Department to-day that Admiral Sampson's 
report on the destruction of Cervera’s fleet has not arrived. A report has reached 
Washington covering the work of Sampson's fizet up to that important engagement, 
and as soon as the Secretary has had time to review it, a bulletin will be posted for 
the public. 

It was stated at the Navy Department that th assignments of the chief naval 
commanders after the operations now planned have been concluded have not yet been 
determined. Commodore Schley, it was stated, would be given a responsible com- 
mand. 

After Porto Rico is taken and Commodore Watson sails for Spein there will be 
little left in the way of important work until Havana is to be attacked. In the mean- 
time Sampson and Schley may have little more than patrol and blockade duty to per- 


form.

LIPPO-DILMOLD’S RULER HAS 
BEEN SAT DOWN UPON BY 
: GERMANY’S EMPEROR, 


APPEALS TO THE BUNDESRATH. 


He Wants Honors Guaranteed by the 
Constitution Paid to Him and 
Warns Other Kings. 


BERLIN, July 23.—It Is a well known faié 
in diplomatic circles in Berlin that the 
relations between the regent of Lippo-Dit- 
mold and the Emperor of Germany have 
been extremely strained since the Empress’ 
brother-in-law, Prince Adolph of Schauim- 
burg-Lippe was ousted from that office, ow- 


ing to the final dec.sion rendered against 
ihim by the court of arbitration presided 
over by the Kitg of Saxony, and the now 
regent of Lippe-Detmoid have been cur- 
rent here for 6ome time past. Matters have 
now assumed a pass which makes this affair 
one of national magnitude. 

Count Ernest, the present Regent, has 
been repeatedly slighted by the Emperor 
lately, in such a way as to have ti.duced 
him to seek redress before the forum of 
the Bundesrath, before wh.ch the Emperor 
‘is no more than the Regent of Lippe-Det- 
mold. The delegate of Lippe-Detmold has, 
therefore, brought his sovereign’s complain 
‘formally before the Bundesrath, bese. 
that the Emperor may be held to render to 
the Regent of Lippe-Detmold the measure 
of respect which the ogee ees o = 
empire says is h.s due. The Regent, a 
same time, sent a strongly worded and de- 
tailed autograph fetters to all the other 
rulers of Germany, in which, after set 
forth the instances of serious light to 
which he claims to have been subjected, he 
summons all the German sovereigs to see 
that just.ce is done him. He also says that 
what has happened to him may happen to 
them next, and that the Emperor, oul- 
raging the principle of legitimacy in his 
case, endangers the very foundation on 
which the thrones of all the German 60v- 
ereigns rest.

Spain.”’ 

They also brought up gunsights, signal 
flags and a hundred other mementoes of 
the engagement which were distributed 
among the officers and men of the victorious 
ships. Four or five cats, still alive, were 
clingin to the wreckage and one dog 
which Sod been chained to the deck was 
drowned. That part of the rigging which 
protruded from the water swarmed with 
rats ‘who attempted to renew the battle 
with the Americans, but were driven into 
the sea. 

The harbor wae found to be well mined 
and two of the mines exploded, one about 
100 yards.off the Topekea’s bow and the other 
200 yards from her port quarter. As the 
ships came out they saw a contact mine 
floating on the surface of the water. 

The engagement was hardly over when 
the torpedo boat Dupont came along with 
dispatches from Rear Admiral Sampson for 
Commodore Remey, and the Topeka was 
sent with them to Key West, arriving this

The Post-Dispatch first realized the historic importance of 
the Maine disaster. While other St. Louis papera werg rub- 
bing their eyes and wondering what it was all abo the 
Post-Dispatch pointed out the fact that the tragedy in Ha- 
vana harbor was one of the great controlling events of Amer- 
ican history; that it was not an accident nor an incident, 
but one of the moments in an awful drama. 


ment expert officials themselves had reached a conclusion in 
regard to that event, the Post-Dispatch, through its special 
correspondents, one of whom was an eye-witness, laid the 
fact before the country and showed beyond peradventure the 
real nature of that mysterious catastrophe. 

The Post-Dispatch, through the Associated Press service, 
was first to announce the passage of the war resolutions on 
April 19 to the people of St. Louis, and, 10 days later, through 
Mr. Corbet, our Madrid .correspondent, was first to give to 
the public the Spanish Government’s reply to the American 
ultimatum—war! 

On May i1—before breakfast—the battle of Manila was 
fought. The news of the great Ameritan victory in that far- 
away mystic sea was given out to the citizens of St. Louis 
on the evening of the same day. Almost before the last of 
Admiral Mgptijo’s ships sank to the bottom of the bay the 
Post-Dispatch made known the fact to St. Louisans, and 
their cheers went up as distant echoes of the shouts of Dew- 
ey’s tars. The other St. Louis papers printed the news the 
nagt day, when, as news goes, it was no longer new, but old.

Louis papers generously complimented the Post-Dispatch by 
appropriating and rewriting Mr. Harden's dispatch—without 
acknowledgment. 

The opening battle at Santiago July 1 and 2 was first made 
known in St. Louis by the Post-Dispatch. 4 
Sunday, July 3, the Post-Dispatch extra editions contained 
Gen. Shafter’s official reports of the Spanish attack, which 
broke his line at two points and his intention to “retire from 
El Caney to rearrange his lines and await reinforcements.” 
This was not good news, but it was THE NEWS of the day— 
a verbatim, official, signed report from the commanding Gen- 
eral to the Secretary of War, and given out by him to the 
Associated Press. 

This was followed by the greater and more welcome news 
when Admiral Sampson's telegram announcing the destruc- 
tion of Admiral Cervera’s fleet was given out in advance of 
all contemporaries.

ability to Enforce Quarantine Laws. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July @-—The annual 
report of the Missouri State Board of Ag- 
riculture, just. issued from headquarters 
here, contains a statement of the results 
of the efforts of the authorities to enforce 
the quarantine and butterine laws during 
the last year. Regarding the quarantine 
law, the report says the quarantine regu- 
lations have been violated In many in- 
stances and that vigorous efforts to en- 


force the iaw were made in the face of 
numerous difficulties. 

Circulars ‘were issued and sent to all the 
Drosecuting attorneys and sheriffs of the 
Derder counties through which cattle af- 
fliicted with Texas fever must pass. The 
most frequent violations were found in 
Southeast Missouri. and vigorous efforts 
were required to bring the offenders to jus- 
tice. Another notabie case was in Kansnae 
City, where 55 Infected cattle were found 
in native pens, They were quarantined by 
Inspector Brulsor, but no conviction was 
secured. 

Outbreaks of Texas fever have occurred 
in several parts of the State and in many 
cone oe ave Leen unable to as- 
certain from whence the shi . 
inated. “ agi: pment orig

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A WAR RECORD. 


The laughable little controversy now raging between the 
Republic and the Globe-Democrat as to “manufactured” and 
“expanded” cablegrams suggests a few thoughts: 

Quick to see the signs of the coming storm, the Post-Dis- 
patch was ready for every emergency in the journalistic 
field. 

The Post-Dispatch first realized the historic importance of 
the Maine disaster. While other St. Louis papera were rub- 
bing their eyes and wondering what it was all abo the 
Post-Dispatch pointed out the fact that the tragedy in Ha- 
vana harbor was one of the great controlling events of Amer- 
ican history; that it was not an accident nor an incident, 
but one of the moments in an awful drama. 

In advance of all its contemporaries, before the 
ment expert officials themselves had reached a conclusion in 
regard to that event, the Post-Dispatch, through its special 
correspondents, one of whom was an eye-witness, laid the 
fact before the country and showed beyond peradventure the 
real nature of that mysterious catastrophe. 

The Post-Dispatch, through the Associated Press service, 
was first to announce the passage of the war resolutions on 
April 19 to the people of St. Louis, and, 10 days later, through 
Mr. Corbet, our Madrid correspondent, was first to give to 
the public the Spanish Government's reply to the American 
ultimatum—war'! 

On May i1—before breakfast—the battle of Manila was 
fought. The news of the great Amreritan victory in that far- 
away mystic sea was given out to the citizens of St. Louis 
on the evening of the same day. Almost before the last of 
Admiral Mgptijo’s ships sank to the bottom of the bay the 
Post-Dispatch made known the fact to St. Louisans, and 
their cheers went up as distant echoes of the shouts of Dew- 
ey’s tars. The other St. Louis papers printed the news the 
nagt day, when, as news goes, it was no longer new, but old. 
Six ‘days later the Post-Dispatch again proved its quality 
by publishing the report of Dewey’s victory from its corre- 
spondent on the epot, Mr. E. W. Harden, who witnessed the 
battle ard whose account of it was the first to come frdm 
sources other than Spanish. 

This was not only a newspaper “beat.” Mr. Harden antici- 
pated even the Government report, and Mr. McKinley's anx!l- 
ety was relieved by this unofficial dispatch some hours before 
the official report was received at Washington. Other St. 
Louis papers generously complimented the Post-Dispatch by 
appropriating and rewriting Mr. Harden's dispatch—without 
acknowledgment. 

The opening battle at Santiago July 1 and 2 was first made 
known in St. Louis by the Post-Dispatch. 4 
Sunday, July 3, the Post-Dispatch extra editions contained 
Gen. Shafter’s official reports of the Spanish attack, which 
broke his line at two points and his intention to “retire from 
El Caney to rearrange his lines and await reinforcements.” 
This was not good news, but it was THE NEWS of the day— 
a verbatim, official, signed report from the commanding Gen- 
eral to the Secretary of War, and given out-by him to the 
Associated Press. 

This was followed by the greater and more welcome news 
when Admiral Sampson's telegram announcing the destruc- 
tion of Admiral Cervera’s fleet was given out in advance of 
all contemporaries. 

Not once has the Post-Dispatch failed to get the news and 
print it promptly. Not once has it held back from scruples 
of petty economy, but has energetically placed the news 
upon the street without delay, and without regard to cost, 
and satisfied the craving of the people for intelligence con- 
cerning the armies and the fleets.

My Dearest Cousin Annie—I write you these 
few lines to let you know that I am safe and 
in good health. We landed in Cuba about & 
week ago, but this is the frst opportunity | 
bave bad to write, as we have been busy Oght- 
ing ever since. 

We stole Into the harbor at night and when 
the Spaniards awoke next morning there lay 
the American fleet waiting to land, 

The Spaniards opened on us witb thelr bat- 
teries and our deet retaliated with such vigor 
that the Spanish forts were silenced. 

During the excttement we landed under pro 
tection of the dynamite boat Vesuvius, which 
blew up everyibiig ahead of us, Strange to 
Say, we did not lo-e a maw in the batile. 

After landing, we formed a ekirmish line 
and drove the Spaniards back to the top of 
the mountain, where they halted. We then 
camped for the nigh: and the following @™ frn- 
ing we started to drive the ~paniards from thelr 
position. They bad all the advabiage, as they 
were on the bill and we were in the open anid 
had to charge up the hill. We shook ha: de 
ail around mn! s outed Io corns ‘‘Remember 
the Maine,’’ as we made the perilous ascent. 

The first fire from ibe Spaulsh guns «l.led 
ten of our men, but we kept going up and 
emptied our rifles until they escattered like 
feathers. Then we had them and maybe we 
didn't avenge the Maine. Such a eight I don’t 
Want to see again. 

The boys fairly went crasy as they rushed 
into the mouth of the Spanish guns, yelling: 
*“*“Remember the Maine!*’ 

Uur regiment tried to flank the Spaniards, 
but they went the -other way. 


When tbe battle was over we put out a 
guard against attack and went gathering up 
the dead and wounded. 

We had 16 killed and 40 wounded, while we 
found at least a bundred dead Spaniards and 
we don’t koow how many woun et 

“ne thing I took particular notice of was 
that all ou: dead had a smile on their faces, 
While the Spaniards wore a scowl. 

I did not hear a word of complaint from any 
of the wounded; indeed, they were all satisfied 
that we had won. We withdrew from the bat- 
tiefeld and went into camp on top of the 
mountain. 

That night the Spanish made an attack, but 
we had our outpost in good shape and were 
ready for them. We caught the Dons at their 
own game and repulsed them without the slight- 
eat trouble. As yet we have not heard how 
many thev lost, as we are finding them every 
minute. In the skirmish we lost 12 comrades 
and only ore was wounded. At present we are 
in camp three miles from Santiago and are 
waiting to begin the attack on the city. With 
y onal help we will have Santiago in a few 
aavs., 

No mall system haa. thus far been established 
here, so that letters from the boys are sure 
to be far between 

While I love to fight for my country,.I must 
confess that at times I become lonesome and 
home that I were with the dear old folks at 
wme. 

I haven't time to write more, so I will close, 
trusting that by the time this reaches you 
Santiago will be ours. Your own soldier boy,

BURNS IN A GREAT STRIKE,

ever known In the Weat was at its cilmax, 
nearly all the Cripple Creek mines were 
shut down and 120 armed miners refused 


to let others enter the ebhbafts. Fifteen hun. 
dred deputy eheriffis were marched to meet 
the atrikere and Gov. Walte, “Bi y 
Bridles,’ had called the whole militla of 
the State to stand between the opposing 
forces. Gov. Waite was there in person. 
Although he favored tne miners he da 
not go to the aummit of Bull Creek, the 
strikers’ atronghold. 

Then it was that both aldes turned to 
Burns. It was his diplomacy that brought 
Gov. Waite to the str.kers' stronghold and 
ended the great atrike.

NEW YORK, July 23.—While the stock 
market was again very dull to-day its tone 
Was quite steady. For the firet time this 
week the railway list showed a fair degree 
of activity and was generally firm. In the 


was again evident, but the dealings in those 
stocks did not as heretofore overshadow 
those in the railway list. The market 
opened favorably, influenced Dy the 
strength of American stocks in London, 
which, along with Spanish 4 per cents, ad- 
vanced on more positive reports in respect 
to the opening of negotiations for peace. 
London houses bought a smail amount of 
stocks in this market and the short interest 
was disposed to close contracts over Sun- 


day in view of the possible favorable devel- 
opments in the progress of hostilities in the 
meantime. There was very little commis- 
sion business noted in the dealings. 

The bond market was setrong and active, 
with large dealings again noted in the new 
government 3 per cents. 

The finapcial outlook continues to be en- 
couraging,’and the future of the market fur 
securities may be regarded as secure after 

making allowance for a few contingencies. 
One ofr these is the possibility of further 
serious cOmplications with foreign powers,. 
or with our present aliies as a result of uie 
war with Spain; the other is the deplorable 
rate situation, in which the railways are 
simply throwing away a large part of the 
protits of a very prosperous period. 

It ie difficult to approach with patience 
the subject of the railway mismanagement, 
which is at this time most apparent in the 
general cutting of freight and passenger 
rates and in the rebating of freight and pas- 
senger charges. The latter, of course, is no 
more than a convenient evasion of the law 
to accomplish the first. It can Be stated 
with accuracy that, with the exception of 
the lines in the extreme Southeastern and 
the far Northwestern States, the railroads 
of the country are none of them deriving 
the full benefits of the very fair traffic of- 
fering. The whole system of tariff charges 
is honeycombed with this process of rebat- 
ing. Shippers of merchandise have come to 
look upon this method ae perfectly regular, 

and should the railways abandon it, they 
would doubtless send up protests against 
corporate extortion. Large ehippers of 
grain and other merchandise between Chi- 
cago and this city say that they receive in 
rebates on their monthly bills checks from 
the railways amounting from 10 to 4 per 
cent of the account. Hence it is safe to de- 
duct from the net earnings reported by these 
lines those percentages, and the result will 
give a better idea of what the railwaye are 
actually earning, or what their net earnings 
are. Of course this rebating of charges 
may be covered in increased operating ex- 
penzes, but the road is none the less the 
sufferer because it conceals its practice in 
bookkeeping. 

That cutting of rates and rebating of 
charges are going on everywhere is, how- 
ever, an admitted fact, and it is playing 
havoc with the earnings of the railroads 

and imperiling their net earnings and 
dividends. Why it is not stopped by the 
powerful banking interests, who jointly can 
direct the policy of most of the railways, is 
one of those questions to which no satis- 
factory anewer can be given. 

The railways have just concluded a year 
in which the volume of traffic carried was 
enormous and they dre entering upon an- 
other year, which, if their earnings suffer 
by comparison with the past 12 months, it 
will only be on account of the high récord 
established in 1897-8 The net returns of 
many lines show that they nave already 
suffered from the foolish policy set fortn 
above. and the prospects for the current 
year are again imperiled, and from the 
same Cause. 

No feature of the week has Leen more in- 
teresting than the rise in the new Govern- 
ment 3 per cents, some 4 points or more in 
advance of their actual allotment. It was 
announced by the Treasury Departivent as 
soon as the subscription wus closed that 
there would be no allotments in excess of 
$5000, and applicants for larger sums have 
since received back their checks sent along 
with their bids. The new bonds are par- 
ticularly desirable as a basis for bank cir- 
culation. and it has been stated that the 
week's advance has been In part due to the 

demand from national banks on this ac- 
count. On the other hand, personal inves- 
tigation Rtas failed to disclose any consid- 
erable démand from this source, either from 
the New York banks or their out-of-town 
correspondents.

CLOSING DAY AT PHILADELPHIA. 


All the Races Were Excellent ard Most 
Closely Contested. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 2%—The second 
and last day of the annual regatta of the 
National Association of Amateur Oarsmen 
saw what was probably the finest series 
of races ever seen at a national regatta. 
In three events only a few feet separated 
the first and second crews. The most sen- 
Sational race of the day was the eight-oared 


shell which the Pennsylvania B Ciabd's 
champion e.ght oageres from the Argo- 
nauts of Toronto by a few feet after a 
grand struggle. 

The weather was perfect. 
and 40,000 persons congregated aiong the 
river to watch the races. Two of the 
Championships were captured by Philadel- 
phia crews. Ten Eyck won the senior ain- 
gie championship while the Western Row- 
ing Club of St. Louls carried off the honors 
of the intermediate four-oared shell race. 
The Argonauis captured the senior inter- 
national four-oared shell event, and Amos 
Kubik of Springfield, Mass., won the inier- 
mediate single scul) race. In the Iinter- 
mediate fuur-oared shell race the Seawan- 
haka crew of New York was ruled out for 
not properly turning the three-quarter flag. 

he Western Club of St. uls, Seawan- 
haka of New York and Argonauts of To- 
ronto, started in the intermediate four- 
oared shell race. The St. Louls crew as- 
sumed the lead at the start with Seawana- 
haka eecond and the Argonauts third. The 
difference between the first and let crews 
at the half mile flag was only a length and 
a half. The Western men rowed a much 
better race than they did yesterday. At 
the turn they were but two strokes In front 
of the Seawanhaka, who falled to turn 
their stake properiy. The Argonauts were 
two lengths behind. The race from the mile 
flag to the finish was a grand one. The New 
Yorkers caught the St. Louis men ehortly 
after the turn and heid them to the finish. 
The result was in doubt until the judges 
announced that the Westerners bad won b 
one second. The Seawanhakas were rule 
out, however, for their error at the turning 
stake and second place was given to the 
Argonauta. 

e eight-oared shell race was the most 
sensational that was ever rowed on the 
National course. The crews that faced the 
starter were the Worcester High School of 
Worcester, Mass.;: Fairmounts of Philadel- 
phia; Pennsyivania Barge of Philadelphia, 
and Argonauts of Toronto. 

Not one of these eights had ever been de- 
feafed. From the three-quarter flag to the 
finishing point it was a magnificent strug- 
gie between the Philadelphia champions and 
the Argonauts, By a grand spurt Pennsy!. 
vania managed to cross the line first, five 
feet in front of the Canadians. The time, 
itm 40%s., is the best ever made over this 
course under similar cenditions. Worceste*

A HUGUENOT CELEBRATION. 


Plans for Commemorating the Tri- 
Centenary of Nantes Edict. 
From the New York Sun 
The Huguenot Society of this city will 
to-day begin informally its celebration of 


the tri-centenary of the promu.gation of 
the Edict of Nantes. It will be assisted 
by delegates from forel societies, who 
have been invited to this country as its 
cuests. The preparations for the celebra- 
tion have been in progress since 15%. 
To-day the foreign delegates have been 
invited to attend the principal morning 
service at Grace Church. To-morrow the 
ce ebration will begin officially. In_ the 
afternoon the president. Henry ; ar- 
uand, will receive the delegates at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. On Tues- 
day one of the officers of the society will 
Gre a reception in their honor. On 
fednesday, the anniversary of the pro- 
mulgation of the edict, the celebration 
exercises wiil begin with a service in the 
French Church du Saint Esprit. This 
church is the fourth edifice tn New York 
erected by the French Huguenots for re- 
ligious purposes. The first was bullt in 
1688. in Pettycoat lane, now the site of the 
Produce Exchange, and was known as 
“|'Egiise Francoise a la Nouvelle York.” 
The Rev. P.erre Petret was the founder 
and pastor. On July 8, 1704. Lord Cornbury 
laid the cornerstone of a new church (the 
first having become too smail), naming it 
“Le Temple du Sa.nt Esprit,” though it was 
always known as - ee Francolse a la 
Nouvelle York” In 1 the property was 
sold, and a church and rectory was erected 
in anklin street, at the corner of Church 
etreet. It bore the same name as now. 
In 1863 the church was removed to its pres- 
ent site in West Twenty-second street. Iie 
present rector, the Rev. A. V. Wittmeyer, 
was the founder of the Huguenot Society of 
Amertoa, |n 1883, and its first Secretary. 
After the eervices papers will be read, 
and in the afternoon a business meet n 
of the eociety will be held. Thursday wifl 
be devoted to the reading of papers by dele- 
gates from abroad, and from other socte- 
tles In this country. In the evening a ban- 
quet will be given at Delmonico’s. About 
8 invitations have bern sent to gentlemen 
Sage py im religious, ¢ocial and politica! 
ife. and some 17) applications for tickets 
have already been rece'ved. Frederte J. de 
Peyster, Vice President, from New York, 
and Chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements, will preside, as Mr. Marquand 
le not well er a to doso. The hall wil 
be draped with the flags of all the Hugue- 
net countries that have sent delegates to 
the celebration, and all of the Huguenot 
settlements in America will be represented 
by their banners.

The Spire of St.Francis de Safes’ 
Church, St. Louis. Wilf Be 
378 Feet High. 


O replace a church destroyed bP the 
tornado of May 27, 188, the congre- 
gation of 6t. Francis de Sales’ 

Church is erecting a building which will be 
practically Indestructible. It will have the 
tallest steeple on the Western continent. 
The needle-like terminus of the stee! rod of 
the weather vane wil] point skyward at a 
distance of 378 feet from the ground, 

The cost will be $225, 000. 

Tt will be built by a method as old as the 
Coliseum, but new to America. Tornadoes 
may come and foods may beat and the rav- 
enous teeth of Time may gnaw at its mag- 
nificent masonry, but “when some traveler 
from New Zealand shall take his stand on 
a broken arch of London Bridge to sKetch 
the ruins of St. Paul's,” the great epire of 
St. Francis de Sales’ Church will still lift 
its shining point heavenward. 

When completed the walls of this church 
will be practically one solid stone, ag dura- 
ble ag the pyramids, as immovable as the 
Sphin® Like the ancient castles on the 
Rhine they will be extant &@ thousand years 
after the skyscrapers of to-day are in 
ruine. 

This church will be located at the inter- 
section of Ohio avenue, Larne, Steses and 
Gravois avenue, in South : uls. 

The steeple will be more than twice as 
high as thé water tower, which, at 165 feet 
is commonly regarded as a structure of 


great height. 

he pastor of 8t. Francis de Bales’ 
Church traveled all over Europe, from 
Rome to St. Petersburg, to find a fitting 
mode! for the great edifice now being erect- 
ed in St. Louis. He decided upon’ St. Pau- 
lus’ Church of the Dominicans in Berlin, 
Germany. and this building will be almost 
a duplicate of that. 

The spire will be modeled after that of 
the Cathedral at Frankfort-on-the-Main. 

The plans for the structure were drawn 
by Engelbert Siebertz, a famous architect 
of Berlin. 

This combination of stone and concrete 
gave to Rome her Coliseum and to Ger- 
many her castles. It will give to the Unit- 
ed States the most durable church edifice 
on this continent. 

As strange as it may seem, it was not 
considered necessary to sink the foundation 
for the great steeple to any considerable 
depth—only 15 feet. The base is BO feet 
square. The walls of the foundation are 
six feet thick. They will gradually yo 
until they come together at a point far be- 
low the apex. From there up the masonry 
will be solid. 

The foundation and basement walls, 
which Architect Joseph Conradi has been 
a year in building, are also six feet thick. 
They wil) taper toward the top. untill at 
the point of contact with the roof they will 
be three feet in thickness. 

In build’ng these walls layers of stone one 
foot thick are built up so that the Inner 


space between i@ filled with conercte, Th's 
hardens and adheres to the stone, and in 
course of time becomes as solid as one im- 
mense foundation of rock. 

This process used throughonft the bulld'ne, 
even to the emaliest part, wth the reeu't 
that the whole becomes one tmmovab'’e 
mass, and is as substantial as though the 
doors and windows were carved out of 
living stone, 

There are no walls in St. Louls as thick 
as there nor as durable. And yet Mr, Con- 
radi said that no problem is involved tn 
their construction, although they are new 
to America. They simply demand an abso- 
lutely secure foundation and careful work 
on the part of the mason. 

To the builders the matter of erecting the 
steeple ig @herely a question of erectin 

the scaffolding. The walls and the scaffold- 
ing will go up together. Several carloads 
of lumber will be required for supports to 
reach the apex. This will all taken 
down a piece at a time, commencing at the 


top. 

The basement of the church is now com- 
lete and services are held there regularly, 
ne work of completing the edifice will re- 
quire at least another year. 

Rey. P. Lotz, who selected the plans 
for the new church, says there are no 
architects In America. 

‘We would much rather have had the 
church des gned here,’ he said, “but there 
are no arch.tects. There was a capable 
man in this country, a Philadelphian named 
Keeley, but Keeley is dead, so we had to 
go to Europe for a design.”

They 
had no uniforms until they had been mus- 
tered in three weeks. Their guns were not 
received until 48 hours before they broke 
camp.

EDITH SESSIONS TUPPER. 
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HE most extensive co-operative 
T scheme of recent years seems des- 
tined to failure. It is the Bellamy 
project for reclaiming the tidewater flats 
of Puget Sound on the Pacific coast. Tne 
progress of the movement has been watched 
with interest since its inauguration, three 
years aco, especially in the Central West, 
and its town of Equal.ty has been pointed 
out as the best example of co-operative 
commonwealth in existence. 

Now, according to a report from Ta- 
coma, Wash., made!by a man in sympathy 
with the Bellamy theortes, the colony !s 
practically a failure, the “brothers” are 
discontented and the lands are wholly un- 
suited for the purpose. 

One of the chief causes leading to the 
present state of affairs was the selection 
of a location. The nearest railway station 
to the colony is Belfast, on the coast 
branch of the Great Northern Ra‘iway, and 
from there to the colony headquarters \s 
a seven-mile drive over a corduroy road 
of the most primitive description. 

After two hours of bumping along, the 
traveler arrives at the opening [nD the 
mighty forest carved out for their town of 
Edison by the unaccustomed hands of the 
men forming this association. Mighty firs 
and cedars, tower.ng to the height of 30) 
feet, and thickly set about with under- 
brush and tangled shrubs, covered the 
ground. 

Lying In profusion were trunks of trees, 
which had to be hauled away and burned 
before the ground was fit for cultivation, 
The officers of the co-operation are located 
here.

Efforta are being made to cultivate 40 


acres this year. Of this all but 60 acres is 


cut-over Jand, from which the valuable por- 
tion of the pine and other timber h been 
logged and the tops and roots of the logs 
cumber the ground. 

It is on a hiliside, and there is an immense 
amount of rejected timber stil) standing 
that might be of value if near a market, but 
is worse than useless here. 

Immense stumps, some of them more than 
20 feet in diameter, fallen giant trees as 


large, a maze of brush, and al] the remains | 


of what lumbermen cal] slashings, must 
ail be taken out of the way before cultiva- 
tion can begin. It ig estimated that to clear 


up an acre of this timber land would cost ¢

What land is not of this character ts on 
the tide flats, and dikes miles long are being © 


constructed to keep out the sea water. 
Sufficient time and labor have already been 
expended to prepare and plant a thousand 
acres of reasonably well forested lands, but 
not a foot was in condition to plant a 


month ago, and hardly an acre will be put 


in crop this year. 

A resident brother has given a few acres 
of partly improved lands and a few more 
acres of land has been leased, so there wil! 
be a little food raised, but not a tithe of 
what the colony will require for its needs' 
for the year.

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TESTIMONY FROM SANTIAGO. 


é< ND the colored troops fought 
A nobly"’ must be changed from an 
expression of jevity to one of #0- 
Der earnest. The conduct of the negro #0l- 
Giers at the battle of Santiago wiped out 
every imputation of unwiilingness or cow- 
ardice ever brought against the colored 
man. The negroes of this generation and 
the last are patriotic and they are fighters, 
They have proved it. 

Reports of their bravery come from many 
Quarters, and always from white men--éome 
private soldiers, some officers. 

One of the sirongest statements was made 
by Lieut. Frank McCoy of the Tenth United 
States Cavairy, a colored organization. He 
Was wounded in the leg at Santiago and re- 
turned to his home in Chicago the other 
Gay to allow the wound to heal. He said: 


“if there was ever any question as to the 
effectiveness of colored troops it will be 
Siienced since the battle of El Caney. The 
troopers of the Tenth fought Mke Aemons 
and withstood the rigors of the tropical 
climate uncompla!ining.y. he officers of 
the regiment could scarcely restrain the 
Men Hthelr entiu tasm to reach the enemy. 

“When the order finally came to charce 
the earthworks a wild yell rose from the 
ranks, and the troopers, after pouring a 
murderous fire on the enemy, rushed at 
them like fends. Scores fell under the fierce 
volley firing of the Spanish, but, undaunted, 
the Tenth preastd on till they drove the 
enemy from their position. When the etars 
and stripes were raised over the trenches 
the wounded, who lay on,the field about me, 
raised themeeives on their elbows and 
wnlited in a cheer.” 

Kenneth Robinson, a member of Roose- 
veit's Rough Riders, who had a bullet go 
through his body and lodge in hie arm, sald 
@f the negro fighters at Biboney: 

“There de not a man in the Rough Riders 
Dut takes off his hat to the negro soldiers 


They not only fought like devils, but were 
the readiest to come to our help when we 
were wounded. 

“The negro soldiers also show remarkable 
bravery in the hospital tents, where many 
of them have been under the surgeon's 
knife. Their pluck i@ the talk of the sur- 
geons, and they show more nerve than 
many of their fellow aoldiers of light@ hue. 
The hospital supp.y ship is expected to 
reach here soon and her arrival is anxious- 
ly awaited by the whole hospital corps, for 
the surgeons, nurses and supplies that she 
has on board will be most welcome.” 

Among the wounded brought to Fortress 
Monroe for treatment after the first battle 
of Santiago was a commissioned officer of 
the old regulars. He sald: 

“I was standing near Capt. Capron and 
Hamilton Fish and saw them shot down. 


9 They were with the Rough Riders, and ran 


into an ambush, though they had been 


warned of the danger. If it had not been 
for the negro cavalry the Rough Riders 
would have been exterminated. I am nota 
negto lover. My father fought with Mos- 
by’s rangers and I was born tn the South, 
but the negroes eaved that fight and the 
day will come when Gen, Shafter will give 
them credit for their bravery.” 

But not only i¢ the bravery of the negro 
soldier commended by officers and men. 
The Government has officially recognized 
his admirable fighting qualities and in the 
expedition against Porto Rico he will play 
a leading part. The negro soldier, whether 
or not he be strictly an immune, i«# far 
better able to stand the heat and miasma of 
the West Indian climate than a Caucasian, 
and this fact, coupled with his demonstrated 
ability as a fighter, makes him invaluable 
in the field. 

Gen. Shafter was not slow to recognize 
thie fact. After the fall of Santiago he 
urged the Government to hurry with al! 
possible speed the equipment of the inm- 
mune regimentsa to be sent to garrison the 
city. The Government is doing its best, but

the work is necesearily slow and Gen. Shaf- 
ter is still waiting for relief. The white 
soldiers have not yet become acclimated, 
nor have they recovered from the exhaust- 
ing effects of the siege of furious fighting in 
which they were engaged.

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The Journey tl oa Nearly Four r Weeks ie Four Rivers Were Traversed 


and Four States Passed Through or by, Yet the Trip Can

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\—~ EORGE HUFF of Poplar Bluff, Mo., 

purchased the Ray, a smali steam- 
\J boat, from the estate of G. W. Fisk 
at Poplin, Mo. eleven miles away. It took 


him twenty-five days and a half to get it 
home. In the meantime the craft traveled 
1797 miles, navigated four rivers and passed 
by or through four States—Missour!, Ten- 
nessee, Mississipp! and Arkansas. 

Within 80 minutes after reaching Poplar 
Biuff Capt. Charlies R. Miles, who had 
oharge of the expedition, took the Calro ex- 
press and was at home again, after com- 
pleting one of the most remarkable voyages 


on record. 

On the Cairo branch of the Iron Mountain 
Railroad, in Butler County, Mo., is located 
the village of Poplin. By it flows the Bt. 
Francis River. 

Eleven miles west, on the same road, on 
the banks of the Black River, is Poplar 
Biuff, the county seat. 

Poplin is a lumber town, The entire pop- 
ulation is dependent upon its sawmills. On 
the bosom of the St. Francis great rafts of 
logs are brought to the mills by esmall 
steamers, commonly called towboats, built 
especially for the purpose, being light of 
draught and of great power in proportion 
to thelr eize. 

Buch a steamer was the Roy. She was 
built in 189 for G. W. Fisk and was used 
by him in the lumber business. 

Mr. Fisk died and the steamer was of- 
fered for sale. It was purchased by Mr. 
Huff. He engaged a crew to take her to 
Poplar Bluff—Eleven miles distant by rail, 
1707 by water. 

The crew consisted of Capt. 
eleven men. 

They started south on the St. 
the morning of May 23, 1898.

etop was at the town of St. 
Francis, 128 miles from Poplin, 
and a few miles from the fa- 
mous sunken lands of South- 
east Missouri, caused by the 

earthquake of 1811. 

Then their troubles commenced. The 
great chain of lakes formed by that gigan- 
tic upheaval vary in width from 300 yards 
to four miies. In that part of its course 
the St. Francis is nothing more than a 
series of lakes, with no regular channel. 
Navigation is almost impossible. The water 
is full of logs and the task of shoving them 
aside with boathooks was exhausting to the 
crew. In many places the logs were wedged 
so tightly between the banks that they had 
t6 be sawed in two before the boat could 
pass. This always created a jam, and more 
than once the mariners were compelled to 
fell trees tn front of the great masses to 
prevent them rushing down and demolishing 
the boat. 


They finally reached Lake City, Ark., 328 
miles from the etarting point, without se- 
rious mishap and in fair condition, but 
from there on their journey was one of in- 
cessant toll. The men suffered severely, 
both from over-exertion and the heat. Dur- 
ing that part of the journey they hired 
seven different guides, as each was able 
only to take them through the immediate 
rection in which he lived. Some of them 
could not even do that. Two or three of the 
guides became lost in the maze of faise 
channels and the boat was dragged hither 
and thither until the right channel was 
étruck or a more intelligent guide found 

Imagine a vast stretch of water as thick 
for purposes of navigation as so much 
mush: water lying in an almost endless 
depression in the earth, overgrown and 
impregnated in every part with heavy, 
clinging moss and emariweeds 20 feet high 
and almost as thick as saplings.‘ 


The Roy, as She Lay at Poplin Before

These huge islands of vegetable matter, 
when run into by the steamer, would stop 
her dead still, even with a head of steam 
of 150 pounds. Progress was slow and tor- 
tuous and exasperating. To add to the dis- 
comforts of the men their ice and water 
gave out and they were continually har- 
rassed by mosquitoes, which, Capt. Miles 
solemnly asserts, “‘were big enough to 
shoot.”’ 

The lake water was sickening to drink, 
but there was no other relief from thirst. 
The gigantic smartweeds, which will sting 
the body en crushed, gave the water a 
nauseating favor, and when the sun beat 
down upon them fhe stench they gave forth 
was well nigh unbearable. 

In fact, the lakes that vicinity are lit- 
tle more than marshes. A few years aga 
they were open and there was a fair chan- 
nel, but recently they have become choked 
with weeds and willows and it is feared 
that the current will be shut off entirely 
and the chain of lakes degenerate into one 
extensive morass. 

Fifty miies south of Lake City is Marked 
Tree. There two membera of the srew de- 
serted. The vicissitudes of the voyage were 
too much for them. 

From Marked Tree to the mouth of the 
St. Francis River, which empttas into the 
Mississippi, is 239 miles. The channel] is 
good and the voyage was made in good 
shape. Soon after turning out of the St. 
Francis they passed Helena, Ark... and 
steamed gaily by Friar’s Point, Modoc, 
Knowlton and other villages to the mouth 
of the White River, 1380 miles away. 

But even while going down the Missig- 
sippi the little boat was not without trouble. 
The firebox of the Roy is only 42 inches 
long. The only wood procurable was in 
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lengths of 48 inches and all hands had to 
pitch In and cut it off. Most of them sald 
something, but all sawed wood. 

But that was nothing compared with the 
tediousness of travel up the White River. 
The Seam is narrow and winding and full 
of sandbars and the little steamer was kept 
busy dodging towheads and other obstruc- 
tions until she reached Duvall’s Bluff, 350 
miles north. 

In the meantime the party had passed 
St. Charles, Crockett’s Bluff, Mt. Adams, 
Keevil and Clarendon, but they did not 
stop until they had cleared the region of 
sandbars. 

After a short rest at Duvall’s Bluff they 
again moved northward, stopping at Des 
Are, Dry Oak, Peach Orchard and Augus- 
ta, finally arriving at Newport. 

Twelve miles from there, at Jacksonport 
they left the White River, which sweeps 
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down from the northwest, and started 
northeast along the channel of the Black 
River, which rises in Missour! and whicb 
flows for a long distance within three miles 
of the banks of the St. Francis River, 
north of Poplar Bluff. 

One. peculiar fact noted ‘by Capt. Miles 
is that while it is 12 miles from Newport te 
Jacksonport by water it is only three br 
land. 

The first stop they made along the Black 
River was at Strawberry, Ark., 65 miles 
north. From there they proceeded by easy 


stages to Black Rock, 60 miles further; to 
Pocahontas, 45 miles; to Corning, Ark., 120 
miles more, and thence to Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
110 miles away. 

Their unprecedented voyage was at an 
end and the men were all in good health 
Nearly a month had elapsed since their 
departure from Poplin, 11 miles away, yet 
within 30 minutes. traveling by rail, Capt. 
Miles was at home receiving the congratu- 
lations of his friends. 

The Roy is 75 feet long, 15 feet beam and 
21 feet across the guards. She was built by 


James Smith, who was accidentally crushed 
to death between the wheel and the cabin 
when the boat was starting on her maiden 
trip.

NW the annexation of Hawal! the queerest, 
funniest and best-natured people on 
earth become citizens of the United 
States.

Hie is now exhibiting his powers in New 
York and may come West. No other euch 
exhibitions were ever seen on this conti- 
nent. 

Gigas begins his performance with three 
exhibitions that lead you up by degrees to 
the climax of rock blasting. 

He first bends an iron bar 1% Inches in 
diameter on his naked skull. The bar is 
held by chains fastened to the floor. Gigas 
stoops with the iron resting a few inches 
back from his forehead, and then, straight- 
ening up to his full height, bends the heavy 
bar to an angle of about 125 degrees. He 
keeps his Orms tightly folded in front of 
him, and al) the strain falls upon his head, 
neck and shoulders. 


When Gigas does this a surprising phe- 
nomenon is noticed by one who happens to 
Stand at his side. You would expect to 
find the bones of the cranium as hard and 
unrelenting as the anvil of a blacksmith. 
Instead, as Gigas rises with all bis might 
against the iron bar, you can see a depres- 
sion form in the skull. The bone bends 
and forma a sort of groove or furrow in 
the top of the head. The cranium is pli- 
able and elastic. 

It cannot be broken, howev em, even under 
more severe sirains than those imposed 
Upon it during an evening's exhibition. 

A freak of nature accounts for this pe- 
cullar condition of the cranium. Prema- 
ture ossification “took piace in the forma- 
tion of the bone. The cranium consisted at 
the start of one Solid piece of bone, in- 
stead of the four separate pieces that in 
ordinary development unite gradually to 
form the aingle plece.

This is decidedly a difficult feat and re- 
quires often three or four attempts before 
the scantling gives way. When it finally 
breaks it does so with a sharp crack, as 
cleanly as one would break a bit of atick 
by bending it on the knee. 

Then follows the feature of Gigas’ per- 
formance—the blasting of the 10-pound 
rock. The rock is a piece from the Pal. 
isades, about 22 inches on a side. It Its 
drilled through the top and charged with 
dynamite. A quick-burning fuse protrudes 
from the drill-hole. 

The rock, thus charged, {s placed in a 
heavy wrought-iron cage, with solid top 
and bottom. The sides of the cage are sur- 
rounded by 4 strong steel wire netting to 
prevent the splintered rock from flying out 
at the explosion. 


The rock and cage combined weigh over 
three hundred pounds. Four men lift it to 
Herrum-Gigas’ head. He holds it in place 
there by two handles extending down from 
the sides and braces himself for the ex- 
piosion. 

The fuse is lighted and begina to splutter. 
There is an expectant stiJiness in the audl- 
ence. Every one seems to be holding his 
breath, as though the sputtering fuse were 
above his own head.

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HINTS FROM

Late Surgeon Ist Infantry M.S. M. Vet Volunteers. 


N Memorial Day Major-General Miles, com- 
() manding the American army, issued an 
order which most significantly represents 

the concern of this eminent American for the 
Welfare of his men, and marks the often unre- 
@arded fact, that in war the health of the men 


@8 well as their discipline is to be especially con- 


sidered. 

This order will be not the least of the records 
ef America's distinguished commander, when his 
history and that of this war shall have been 
Written, which shall contribute to make his name 
immortal; of him it shall be said: “He cared first 
for the health of his men and he won battles and 
triumphant campaigns thereby.’’ 

In the spring of 189% there went out from Paris 
the 200th Infantry for Madagascar. Beaming 
With anticipations of a glorious compaign, the 
young soldiers composing the regiment seemed 
capable of any physical effort; robust, agile anJl 
merry, they appeared not only to be able to defy 
the efforts of any human foe, but also to remain 
invulnerable to the onslaught of a much more 
Potent enemy, the noxious emanations of marsh 
lands and pools) The campaign was pushed with 
energy. but some months iater every Parisian’s 
heart was stirred to the utmost by the return of 
the same regiment, or, rather, what was left of 
it—a handful of gaunt, yellow convalescents, sev- 
eral of whom were to soon follow the nine hun- 
Gred and odd comrades who had preceded them in 
the other world. The human antagonist had been 
@ myth; the subtle earth and water borne enemy 
bad done it all. 

There need be little fear to our force in Ha- 
Vana if, with the dafly preventive, taking qul- 
Dine, a rigid rule is enforced by order from head- 
quarters that our officers and men eat only thor- 
oughly cooked foods (a good proportion of fresh 
Meats from the mountains, interior and valleys 
and ripe fruits and vegetables brought hermet- 
feally sealed from the healthy districts of Cuba), 
and drink only drinks that have passed through 
dolling or distillation, sleep high from the ground 
and relegate the digging of the soil to the natives. 
There will be great fatalities without these pre. 
cautions. The canteens of all land forces should 
be kept well filled with either coffee, distitied or 
crystal water or weak cold tea, according to the 
taste of the soldier for quenching thirst. Tho 
men should be warned and guarded by order from 
headquarters against Havana unbolled water, 


Uncooked meats and vegetables, breads or fruits. 


The ripe fruits sold tn Havana or Drought from 
there would not be safe. Add to this the selec- 
tion of high, dry and drained grounds for soldiers* 
quarters and hospitals cooled by breezes blowing 
toward Mavana and not from that pest hole, and 
the mortality need not be great among an attack.

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chona and salacin is too small. It should be in- 
creased a hundred fold and given to our soldiers 
night and morning as a compulsory ration, in 
eight or ten grain doses in pill form and in half 
the quantities at noonday at the discretion of the 
medical directors. 

Plenty of quinine is quite as éssential for the 
taking of Havana as parks of heavy artillery. If 
malaria is kept out of our troops, plenty of good 
cooked food and boiled or distilled water put in 
them, liquor excluded, and ample sleep secured 
as far above the ground as possible, with the 
wearing of rubber boots enforced among the 
men, and nets eupplied to keep off the mos- 
quitoes, we ought to be able to go at once 
through the island of Cuba and stay there all 
summer. 

The elimination of malaria is essential to the 
success of all permanent military operations in 
tropical localities, Cuba, Porto Rico, the Phil. 
ippines, etc., as essential as good ordnance and 
ships in good fighting condition. 

In a recent circular the Surgeon-General says: 
“In decidedly malarious localities from three to 
five grains of quinine may be taken in the morn- 
ing as a prophylactic, but the taking of quinine 
@s @ routine practice should onry be recommend. 
ed under exceptional circumstances. Light woolen 
clothing should be worn, and when a soldier's 
clothing or bedcing becomes damp from exposure 
to rain or dew the first opportunity should be 
taken to dry it by the fire or in the sun.” 

While agreeing with him in regard to under 
end wet clothing, I do not agree with him in re- 
gard to the quantity of quinine. So little would 
not generally prove preventive of malarial] dis- 
ease in camp, and I would begin the use of qui- 
nine nights and mornings two days or more be- 
fore reaching a malarious district and continue 
ites use daily during the soldier's sojourn where 
there is malaria. Experimental tests here show 
that about M grains of quinine are required in 
the system daily to render the malarial germs 
sterile. 

Quinine fortifies the soldier somewhat for re- 
sistance against camp fever, which is a typhoid, 
but here pure water is the soldier's safety and 
his right, as good food is. Typhoid and malarious 
and typho-malarial fever in our civil war was 
more deadly than bullets. Pure water and plenty 
of quinine and pure food would have prevented 
this great fatality and impediment to military 
operations in both Federal and Confederate 
forces. 

There are good sanitary as well as strategic 
reasons in the enemy's country for soldiers on 
the march in marshy districts not singing, but 
keeping their mouths shut. Breathing altogether 
through the nose brings the malaria germs in 
contact with the mucus of the nasal air passages. 
This mucus has the power to destroy them and 
thus to diminish the intensity of the malarial 
poisoning. 

A commanding officer lately ordered his men to 
dathe daily while in camp. This is a subject of 
judicious medical regulation. Men may bathe too 
much and too often and at the wrong time of the 
day in tropical or semi-tropical and malarious }o- 
calities especially. An hour or so efter sunrise 
or before sunset is the preferable time or bde- 
tween these hours in shady places during the 
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day, but the afternoon of a@ clear day or after 
the succession of several clear days, when per- 
sisting sunlight has destroyed much of the ma- 
laria of the locality and given resistive vigor to 
the soldier, is the best time of all for general 
bathing and cleaning up in camp. Bathing 
should not be done immediately after an over- 
heating march, but after a temporary rest in the 
shade, when practicable. 

Apropos of this matter, men may. be needlessly 
required to march too long at a time and at 
wrong hours for their health. This is pretty well 
understood in the regular army, and the Sur- 
geon-General has lately made it the subject of a 
suggestion which should have the force of a 
military order in Cuba. 

Marches should not end later than 10 a. m. or 
begin before 5 p. m. when practicable in Cuba. 
The forced march is only to be considered as an 
imperative military necessity, and the digging of 
trenches and making of roads should only be 
done by natives. Long forced marches are per- 
niclous to the men and have ultimately to be 
paid for in cripples, sick, footsore and non-avail- 
able men. 

It is a crime against nature, and nature always, 
gooner or later, catches and punishes the crim- 
inal, She demands her dues with unflinching 
persistence of officers and men alike, and the dig- 
ging of Cuban soil is murder to our men. 

Napolean said Providence was on the side of 
the heaviest artillery, and his faith and weakness 
were in artillery and heavy battalions alone. He 
rose at a time and continued rising when the 
people of France were in that high state of 
psychical exaltation which keeps off disease, and 
who were kept so by the oft- repeated victory 
and conquest of his legions, till the illusion of a 
new nation founded on the rights of men had 
begun to vanish from their minds, put his faith 
so completely in arms aione, that he braved to 
his destruction, the disastrous climate of Russia, 
without adequate provision for the rigors of «a 
possible severe winter. Had his concern for the 
health of his men equaled his ambition and his 
strategic genius, he ought at his death to have 
been the military master of the world. 

There should be no files on American soldiers, I 
mean Spanish files, mosquitoes, etc., of Havana. 
There are none on him at home and it should 
be our business to keep them off him there. 
They carry germs of microbic contagion, the dis- 
eases of animal and vegetable decomposition and 
of animal and local Infection. This suggests at- 
tention to what we learned about the digging 
and locating of sinks to leeward of the prevail- 
ing winds, away from the camps, far from and 
below the source of nature’s water supply, and 
when practicable before the camps are occupied, 
and the locating of camps on previously unoccu- 
pied high ground picked and adapted to drainage 
in a direction away from the water supply. A

prevent septic infection. 

A healthy, disease-proof soldier is more than 
big guns to our righteous cause, Vigor and valor 
are twin forces in war, and strength of mind and 
men go together In battle. A large sick list is us 
fatal to success as a scant supply of guns and 
ammunition. Available, powerful, healthy men 
are as potent as héayy artillery. Glistening sabers 
and plenty of them carried with the courage of 
well nourished and consequently strong-armed, 
well-nerved men, ere resistless in critical mo- 
ments, unless the enemy meets you with better 
nerved men, and more of them. 


FOLK CURES IN KANSAS. 


HE folk cures enumerated in this article 

T were collected in two counties In the State 

of Kansas. These two counties, Douglass 

and Coffey—the former north, the latter of the 

east central portion of the State—afford, we may 

well believe, typical lore of the whole eastern 
portion of Kansas. 

The minor portion of these cures, which were 
collected in Coffey County, were obtained from 
two families of colored people. The majority of 
the superstitions, however, which were collected 
in Douglass County, were obtained from people 
who declared they knew no superstitions and be- 
lieved none; namely, students at the University 
of Kansas. These students came from nearly 
every county in the State. 

WARTS. Pick the wart with a pin and collect 
in brown paper the blood that flows from the 
wound; make a parcel of the paper and throw it 
into the road without looking where it fails. If 
the bundle is picked up, the wart will be trans- 
ferred to the person who found the bundle. 

A wart may be wished away to another. This 
takes on more specific forms in the following: 

If you see any one asleep in church say to 
yourself, “When you awake, take these warts. r 

The efficacy of the cures in the following group 
depends upon two conditions, namely, the instru- 
ment employed in removing the wart should in 
some instances be stolen, and it must in nearly 
all cases, after being used according to prescribed 
directions, be buried. The burying, however, is 
only @ means to an end, for the disintegration, 
decay of the instrument is the result to be at- 
tained before the removal of the wart can be 
effected. 

Tie a red thread around your finger; untie the 
thread and bury it “when the thread rots the 
wart will go away.” 

Cut a bean into halves; rub the wart with one 
half of the bean; bury that half; throw the 
other half into the fire end the wart wil disap- 
pear. 

Cut as many notches in a stick as you have 
warts: bury the stick and your warts will be 
cured. 

Rub the wart with the wishbone of a chicken; 
throw away the bone at night, and, if you fail 
to find it in the morning, your wart will surely 
go away. 

Rub the wart with a dishcloth; run around the 
house three times and the wart will be cured. 
Spit on & toad and your wart will leave you. 
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Wash your hands in water that has been 
standing in a stump. Another version of this 
same cure runs as follows: 

Oats, rye, barleycorn shorts, 

Stump-water, stump-water, cure these warts 

TOOTHACHE, In order to cure the tooth. 
ache cut your finger-nalls on Friday. 

Another “sure cure” is to wash behind your 
ears every morning. 

HYDROPHOBIA. “The hair of the dog that 
bit you will cure hydrophobia.” The following 
similar cure comes from a negro in Frederic- 
icv, New Brunswick: Rub with greass some 
of the hair from the dog that bit you and bind 
this hair upon the wound. 

RHEUMATISM. The skin of an eel, if worn 
about the leg, will cure rheumatism. 

The skin of a black cat worn in one’s clothing 
will cure rheumatism,

consumption only. Few persons know 


that tuberculosis of the bones is almost 
as common ¢@a tuberculosis of the lungs,” said — 
Dr. John W. Pipkin of 44% Case avenue. 

“Hardly any part of the body is exempt from 
tuberculosis. It is generally found in the bones 
of the hip, knees, feet and vertebrae. 

“When the bacill!l of tuberculosis are present ia 
the blood current, very often the localisetion fs 
effected in the cartilege. This is especially so in 
young persons. The microbes become arrested in 
the terminal] branches of an artery and the tie- 
sues become impregnated with them. 

“This may result in the patient from an opera.

VERY TAME HAKE. 


Took Food From the Hand When Only 
a Week in the Aquarium. 

From the New York Sun. 

It is a common thing. as is familiarly 
known, for fishes to get so tame in cap- 
tivity that they will feed from the hand. | 
Many fishes will do this. 
however, if fishes often come to this stage 
of tameness quicker than a lot of hake 
now at the aquarium have. There fishes’ 
took food from the hand frely when they 
had been there a week. They had previ- | 
ous.y been held for about ten days in a 
fish car at the Aquarium’'s station at 
Gravesend Bay, so that they had become «4 
little accustomed to captivity, but prob- 
ably good appetites have more to do with 
their tameness. They are apparently al- 
ways hungry. 

The hake has two curtous feelers, one 
at each side of the body, avout a quarter 
of its length back from the head. These 
feelers, which are white in color, are long 
and slender, and are divided at the end 
into two parts. Each feeler is like a 
siender forked twig, and the hake can 
move them independently, one forward 


and the other back, if it will, at the same 
time. It uses them to search out food 
with. eos along om the bottom, for ex-« 
ample, for buried or partly buried crusta- 
ceans, whose presence is reveaied to the 
hake through these feelers, which are ex-« 
tremely sensitive. The buried crab, for 
instance, itself extreme.y sensitive, ‘on the

In Manila the gentlemen of the higher classes spend their mornings m trans- 
acting a little business, lounging, smoking, &c. In the afternoon they sleep or ride 
on the Prado, and tn the evening they visit thetr friends. The climate te unfavor- 
Able to exertion. The women pass three-fourths of their time, with thelr maids 
around them, sleeping, dressing, lolling and combing their hair. They neither 
‘read, write nor work. In dress they imitate the Europeans, except tha: they 
seldom wear stockings and go with their arms bare. In the afternoon they ride 
on the Prado, and in the evening accompany their husbands. Chocolate is taken 
early in the morning, breakfast at 11 and dinner and eupper are included in one 
meal 

Both sexes are exceedingly cleanly. The rich wear jewels of great value, of 
gold, set with diamonds and pearis. Rice is the staple article of consumption with 
all classes, serving as a substitute for bread. When a stranger enters a house 
tobacco and betel are instantly offered to him, with sweetmeats and a glass of 
water. It is customary to place a supply of fruits or other food in a bamboo 
frame outside the window, and anybody who comes along is welcome to help him- 
self without paymerfrt if he is too poor to leave compensation. - 

One peeuliarity of the men of the lower orders ie their passion for cock-fight- 
ing. They carry their fowls wherever they go under their arms. The amusement 
in question is licensed by the Government, and great care i# taken tin the breeding 

of the chickens, which are very large and heavy 
birds. They are armed with formidable gaffs, 
curved and with double edges. It would hardly be 
an exaggeration to say that the whole lives of t

Whether the Malay natives learned cock-fighting from the Spaniards or not 
is diaputed. Wt is certain, however, that the geal for it glows in every native 
breast from Luzon to Mindanao. Rich or poor, it would be hard te find a Malay 
householder in the archipelago who does not rear as many fighting chickens as 
his means permit. A cheap cigar, if no coin be at hand, gays for admission to « 
cock-fight. The sums staked are very high, but failure to pay is unknown. There 
is no rough language or vulgarity. A Malay may be a profligate a gambler, « 
thief, a robber, a murderer; he is never a ‘tough’ or a cad. 

Rice is applied to a very curious use in the Philippines—as ragors. With twe 
grains of it held between the fingers the hairs of the beard are nipped or ex- 
extracted. The rice fields, at periods when they are flooded by excessive rains, 
yield a strange sort of crop in the shape of fish, called dalag. They are so plenti- 
ful as to be caught with baskets, and weigh from one-half to two pounds. After 
unusual inundations they have been found actually in the vaults of churches. 

The natives of the archipelago are very fond of dancing and musica, possess- 
ing an excellent ear for the latter. Their theatres are decidedly primitive, 
rendering of the most blood-curdiing tragedies being interlarded with 
of an actor in the get-up of a buffoon, while 4 prompter stands im the 
the stage and reads every line of the play for the benefit of the actors, whe 
their words after him.

HYSICAL beauty or, as the the- 
atrical phrase g0€es, personal 
charm, is so important a factor 
in modern drama that it often obscures 
or belittles the drama itself. Beauty in 
our end of the century inclines toward 
the stage, for beauty has found that 
there is no such show-window in the 
world. According to reliable estimates 
there are about forty thousand persons 
in the United States who depend upon 
the theatre for .eir living, but no one 
in our day has made any estimate of 
the number of women who desire to 
make their living in the theatre. Back 
of the forty thousand there are always 
the one hundred thousand who have 
their eyes fixed on the possibilities of 
the stage. 

There can be no sort of question that 
beauty of face and figure iss to-day of 
more value in theatrical enterprise than 
ever before, for never before was come- 
liness so seized upon by the press and 
camera and so reproduced for the eye 
by a thousand active pictorail agents. 
And the public will always prefer to 
contemplate its amusements through 
the beautiful and the vital. The thea- 
tre is therefore at the present moment 
the mightiest of conduits through w.ch 
loveliness flows continuously into com- 
petitive view, to receive its momentary 
tribute from the rublic and then give 
way to the fresh relays pressing up be- 
hind. The theatre may be said to suffer 
from an embarrassment of loveliness. 

In just how far merely sensuous 
beauty has ‘aken the place of a dis- 
tinct dramatic ab@™iy or ambition is a 
question very hard to decide. But it is 
an acknowledged fact that the beauties 
as soon as they receive recognition walk 
away easily with all the persimmons of 
popularity. « comely girl who in real 
life has one chance in a thousand of a 
well-to-do marriage multiplies her op- 
portunities tenfold the moment she can 
exhibit herself to the best advantage 
and draw about her the softening film 
of an illusion. 


There are at this moment more lovely 
women on our stage than ever before. 
How they got tlere,, what they are 
there for and what becomes of them are 
questions with a piquant mystery at- 
tached. To begin at the beginning and 
try to define what stage loveliness is 
will land us at once into the most con- 
fusing mystery of all. There is no 
standard of loveliness. 


Here and there have been what one 
may call standard of beauties—that is. 
types of lovelines that admited of no dis- 

pute, but before 
which the public fel] 
down unanimously 
in a kind of sex 
worship. Such a 
type was Eleanor 
Mayo, and such in- 
deed was Mary An- 
derson — two lovely 
vyomen who were 
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only alike in the influence they exerted 
upon the eye. Eleanor, the daughter 
of the well-known Frank Mayo, floated 
into view like a dream of ripening 
witchery, and both critics and audi- 
ences consented never to ask what it 
was she could do. The world, as is 
usual in such cases, was content to 
gaze and be dumb. 

This transcendent vision, fragile and 
dewy, hung indefinitely between comedy 
and opera, singing and acting with a 
divine superiority to the higher claims 
of both, and then, when the public had 
gone nobly mad, the vision drifted away 
forever into the sacred background of 
matrimony, where were other groups 
of curtained immortals, including Vir- 
ginia Dreher, Annie Robe, Edith King- 
don and Mary Anderson. 

These beautiful ignis fatuii drift con- 
tinually across the boards, leaving only 
a scented memory behin them. His- 
tory drops them, but the recollection 
preserves them with a chivalrous am- 
ber. Women like Mayo and Andérson 
were positively and not relatively hand- 
such the current stage

some, and of 
preserves in its working 
types who vary widely in their abilities 
but who are all equally potent in their 
charms. The mind instantly reverts to 
Alice Neilsen, Virginia Harned, Caro- 
line Miskel Hoyt, Julie Opp, Mary Man- 
nering, Odette Tyler and Amy Busby, 
without being able to fix any, two of 
them in the same category. For the 
most part their beauty is sufficient to 
render extraordinary acting superflu- 
ous. The diantiness of the wide-open, 
blue-eyed Alice Neilsen is not compara- 
ble at all with the languishing and vo- 
luptuous Harned, who. as Chorley once 
said of Grisi, has corn and wine and 
oll in her face. No one compares a 
royal cactus with a musk pink, and no 
one who tries with bewildered eye to 
measure the length of limb and the 
processional contour and cartooning 
torse of the superb Julie Opp will think 
of comparing her with the piquant 
Odette Tyler, who always hops into 
t..e soene as if she were a robin on the 
lawn and there were delicate 
worms in the nearest private box. A 
man doesn’t compare the plum pudding 
with the salad at a banquet. 


Girls like Alice Neilsen, Nina Farring- 
ton, Annie Lewis and Carrie Radcliffe 
are wafted to theatrical success by 
wings that they carry with them to 
their trunks. Sirens like Opp stalk into 
victory on majestic limbs. The Della 
Foxes and Sadie Martinots are the ar- 
peggios in the performarce, and the 
Maude Adamses and Annie Russells and 
Effie Shannons languish rweetly and 
innocently into success without ever 
knowing how they got there. The public 
prefers pets to protagonists where wo- 
men are concerned. It accepts bobo- 
links and birds of paradise with a noble 
impartiality, for its great revenge hath 
stomach for them all. “Be as captivat- 
ing as you can, my dears,” it says, ‘“‘for 
we shall forget you to-morrow.’ Every

body is looking upstream for the fresh 
blossoms that have fallen into it. The 
peaches and cream of to-day wil be the 
curds and whey of to-morrow.  Al- 
ready the Pauline Halls, t e Sadie Mar- 
tinots, the stalwart and Ephesian Belle 
Urquharts are tinged with the glory 
of yesternight. Only the Ada Rehans 
and Ellen Terrys, and possibly the 
Julia Marlowes, who have given hos- 
tages to fame, preserve an untarnished 
morning light as they linger. 


Do you ask how beauty gets tere? 
It is gravitation or the want of grav- 
itation. Why do the sparks fly upward? 
The public, which thinks it is a scien- 
tific realizer, is the most irresponsible 
of idolators. It falls down at every 
fresh face and shows a strong inclina- 
tion in its enthusiasm to cut itsclf 
with Knives. Ordinarily .ue conserva- 
tive matron in real life will te(l you that 
loveliness when it is stage s.ruck is 
a snare and a temptation, to say noth- 
ing of a perilous responsibility. She is 
apt to refer to a handsome girl going 
stageward .n Joaquin Miller's words and 
declare that she “is damneé with a 
dower of beauty.” But the girl her- 
self, if she were candid enough, might 
tell you that beauty is often her best 
talisman. With it she can melt the 
manager and subdue the stage manager 
himself. With it she is forever free 
from the duty of carrying her own 
gripsack. So long as she is on the 
chorus she is merely pretty. When she 
gets a leading part she becomes lovely. 
When she stars a dazzling and super- 
human effulgence breaks out around 
her. The quickness with which a man- 
ager will discover talent in drooping 
eyelashes and the curve of a neck and 
genius in ankles and dramatic inspira- 
tion in teeth is marvellous. Given a 
good allowance of personal beauty and 
a girl finds her way on the stage car- 
peted for her, and there are so many 
good-looking girls at present that it is 
imposible not. to find talent accident- 
ally. But it must be understood that 
talent is. not the sine qua non of a 
large proportion of our entertainments. 
Personal charm is the caper, and so far 
as the manager is concerned it is per- 
sonal charm in bulk or bevy. 


Some one has said that the duration 
of a popular pet is seven years. Per- 
haps you can verify this by running 
over the list of the radiant pets who 
have disappeared in your time. Do 
vou remember the bepictured Maude 
Branscomb and the midnight eyes of 
Olga Brandon? Are they beautiful now? 
Heaven only knows. sarony is dead 
and how are we to tell? 

Dove cotes o1 these uelicious beauties 
swarm in the vicinity of burlesque and 
comic opera. They spring up like mush- 
rooms. These girls are in great part 
petunias who spring up and flutter in 
the breeze of popularity for a seasop 
and then disappear. But always among 
them there will be a Julia Mar- 
lowe or a Juliar Arthur or an Ada 
Rehan with a perennial heart backed 
up with a frugal mind, or a Clara 
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Morris with a nervous system, or a 
Mrs. Fiske, who reminds you of a pint 
cupful of brains. These women have 
diluted beauty with ability. It is a 
kind of salt tha. some women put into 
exhibition and then we call them ac- 
tresses. As for the rest, they remain 
beauties. I say remind—alas, talk about 
the morning dew, they do not remain. 
Fifty per cent. of them driit into mat- 
rimonial obscurity, from which they are 
never rescued except by an appeal for 
alimony; 2% per cent. manage to work up 
into paying roles—and by paying roles 
I mean $40 a week on the road—l0 per 
cent. die of premature milk punches, 
morphine, cigarettes and dope; 10 per 
cent. pick up rich husbands, and 5 per 
cent. get to be hard-working actresses, 
who can shake a leg, troli a aitty, play 
Camille on the road when the lead is 
striking for her salary, or jump through 
the hoops at the vaudeville. 


But what the public demands is ine 
bloom of youth. It has a fiendish in- 
difference for mature excellence, and 
the bloom of youth is as perishable as 
a Spanish fleet or love's young dream. 
This explains why Mr. Evangeline 
Rice opens offices for freshness and is 
always looking for sylphs. But in 
spite of the capricious public there is 
a kind of beauty that grows slowly 
with much stress on the stage itself. 
Some women, strange as it may ap- 
pear, get to be handsome by what they 
do. This could hardly be said of Mary 
Anderson, who came with the ehariot 
before the horse and rode over us all. 
But it was said of Clara Morris and 
Agnes Ethel and Annie Robe and 
Julia Marlowe and Ada Rehan and 
Mrs. Fiske. Duse is not a lovely wo- 
man, but four persons in five think 
she is. Adelaide Neilson was a lovely 
woman, and if you cadre to read the 
dead eulogiums you will find that they 
are much like last year’s bouquet. We 
heard a great deal not long ago about 
Zolande Wallace, and for a time Sylvia 
Torne promised to occupy the zenith 
as another Lillian Russell. And there 
was Annie Lewis, who made a halo in 
“Westward Ho,’ and one night was 
suddenly superceded by Lillian Thur- 
gate. Who does not remember the 
promise of Sibyl Sanderson and how we 
hurt our hands applauding Jarbeau? 
While you are about it, why not think 
a moment of Lole Fuller, that little at- 
tenuation in one of our vaudeville 
theatres. But ome day it~: occurred 
to her that distinction might be 
wrenched from fate by what she put 
around her and by the fluency with 
which she shook it out. Perhaps this 
was the first inspiration she ever had. 
but she acted on it like a sagacious 
girl. She bought interminable yards 
of integument, enough to have wrap- 
ped the royal Cheops. “Gentlemen.”’ 
she said, “after years of unrecognized 
drudgery. I cannot by my ski'l get vou 
to idolize me. Pardon, messeurs. 1 will 
compel you to do it with my spirits.’’ 


Wonderful little prophet. She was 
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not born in Paris, but she hurried 
there as soon as she was born again. 
She took with her something that con- 
voluted and waved and shone. It was 
taffeta, but she was offered a throne. 
Bernhardt trembled with envy and 
La Loie came back divine and rode in 
her own landau. 


How many of the lustrous damsels 
who rise out of the earth and flutter 
in from the clouds when Evangeline 
Rice comes to town with a new 
backer have gone away into impene- 
trable gloom in back kitchens where 
they cook cabbage and wash the chil- 
dren, or have set up shops in the West, 
where they give lessons in elocution 
and raise onions? One might easily 
fill a column with the Lilllans and 
Maudes and Gussies. But. as the sad- 
faced Evangeline Rice knows only too 
well, they will not keep, even on the 
ice of a summer engagement. They 
shed their sylphness almost as easily 
as they do their tights as soon as they 
begin to follow the theatrical agent's 
advice and “‘loosen up a bit."" If they 
get a five years’ engagement they get 
a double chin before it is completed 
and then amuse themselves by going 
and getting weighed every day. And 
the public, that naughty thing, has 
learned that it can only love them for 
a season or two, and so ix keeps Evan- 
geline Rice humping with its insatiable 
cry of “next.”’ 


Thus it is that the theatre has be- 
come a sort of receiving reservoir of 
female beauty, much to the neglect of 
masculine vigor. A beautiful woman, 
whenever she can get the clothes (and 
when can -she not?) to make an ap- 
pearance is instantly celebrated. Al- 
ways to the golden youth and the sil- 
vered veterans of the town the latest 
beauty is the latest soupcon, and this 
seems to have stimulated the produc- 
tion. If you ask me whence come the 
Petunias, I answer, from every con- 
ceivable plane of social life. Poverty, 
ambition, vanity, talent, restlessness, 
pushes them forward, pink and de- 
lectable, from the ranks of drudgery 
and the homes of ease. Girls drift 
in from the country with a_ scent 
of lilacs and apple blossoms on them 
and edge their way into the twelve 
dollar a week ranks. The police con- 
Stantly get letters from grieved parents 
at Kinderhook or Mauch Chunk ask- 
ing them to hunt for Lillian or Gussie 
or Queenie, and the officers, armed 
with a photograph, begin to inspect 
chorus girls. 


But all the same some of these girls 
have freshened the 
giddy world as they 
‘passed, leaving an 
enduring fragrance, 
and here and there 
they have refused 
(Oo pass, guing, in- 
deed, into the cun- 
temporaneous his- 
tory as joys forever. 
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
